Jews claimed today to have seized 
new territory from northern Pales- 
tine Arabs in the waning days of 
Great Britain's mandate over the 
Holy Land. 


British rule is to end at mid- 
night.

Smalley recalled that man's fight 
against the threat of fire has pro- 
duced by three steps: fl) Construc- 
tion of wide streets to prevent the 
flames from leaping to the other 
side; (2) fire walls, to stop the 
conflagration from going down one 
side of a block; and (3) the mod- 
ern building code, which is simply 
a collection of rules to keep people 
'from hurting thennselv.es.

But getting a code adopted is 


hard enough, and getting it enforc- 
ed is tougher still, the speaker con- 
tinued, He said Hope was first 
given a rating in 1918, and accom- 
panying it was a recommendation 
that the city enact a modern build- 
ing code.

Sunday School 
Lesson 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
One of the really vital problems 


of human betterment and progress 
is that of making reforms slick. 


Under the influence of a great 


leader, a Moses, an Elijah, 
an 


Ezra, a Savonarola, 
or 
a D. L. 


Moody, a community or a people 
rises to a height of religious en- 
thusiasm and moral 
quickening, 


even though religious enthusiasm 
and moral quickening have not, 
unfortunately, always gone hand 
in hand. 


Under 
this 
awakened fervor 


new impulses and attitudes 
are 


established. Evil ways and habits 
are renounced. Harmful and ques- 
tionable institutions and practices 
are purged. New generosities and 
sacrificial devotions are easily fos- 
tered, and it looks as if a new day 
had dawned. 


Sometimes 
the r e f o r m and 


quickening are induced by some 
outstanding event. A great disas- 
ter falls upon some community, 
and selfish motives become lost in 
united action of a very noble sort. 
Even war, with all its horrors, as 
we have seen in two world wars, 
may unite 
a people in high 
en- 


deavor .;and devotion to the com- 
mon defense, welfare and safety. 


Then, as we have seen also 
in 


two world wars, relapse sets in. 
People return to their old ways. 
Selfishness becomes evident where 
yesterday there was a sense 
of 


commtinHy and devotion to the 
common good. And this unfortu- 
nately has been the history of al- 
most all .movements of reform. The 
deepest "problem of reform is that 
of making reform movements stick. 


An outstanding example was of 


the way in which the Puritan re- 
vival in Cromwell's time in Eng- 
land quickly became succeeded by 
the restoration of the Stuarts and 
one of the worst periods of deg- 
radation and 
debauchery 
in the 


entire history of mankind. 


But 
we 
have 
had 
examples 
nearer home. Was there ever 
a 


more morally earnest and spiritu- 
aly minded group than the 
Pil- 


grims, who founded the Plymouth 
colony? Yet 
a former Plymouth 


minister, who knew the history of 
the colony well, once told me that 
there was a serious 
moral 
let- 


down in the second generation. 


These thoughts are suggested by 


the story of the reforms in Israel 
under Ezra, described in the Bibli- 
cal Book of Ezra, and evidence of 
what happened subsequently as it 
is found in the Book of Malachi 
and other late prophetic books of 
the Old Testament. 


But reforms, if they have been 


deep and sincere, never 
become 


wholly reversed. There is a seed 
or germ of moral quickening that 
takes root again, as is evidenced 
in the spiritual life of the restored 
Israel and its relation to the rise 
and spread of Christianty.
